WHEREAS, The United States of Anmerica becane involved in Vietnamin
April 1956 when the United States mlitary advisory group took over
trai ning of South Vietnamforces; and

VWHEREAS, On June 8, 1965, President Lyndon B. Johnson authorized
the use of United States troops in direct conbat; and

WHEREAS, Two mllion fifty thousand nen and wonmen of our arned
forces net the test, fighting in harsh terrain and extrenme weather in
battl es and actions, the nanes of which reverberate thirty-four years
| ater; and

VWHEREAS, One thousand one hundred thirty-four Washington State
residents and nine Callam County residents were killed in action
bet ween 1965 and 1975, and over forty-four known nen had been m ssing
in action or held as prisoners of war; and
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WHEREAS, Fifty-eight thousand one hundred eighty-three nmen of the
United States arned forces lost their lives from 1957 to 1975; and

WHEREAS, It is appropriate to honor the service and sacrifice of
Washi ngton State Vi etnam War veterans who served the nation with such
val or and di stinction;

NOW THEREFORE, Your Menorialists respectfully pray that the
Washi ngton State Transportati on Comm ssion commence proceedi ngs to nane
Hi ghway 112 in Cl allam County between the junction of H ghway 101 and
the junction of H ghway 113 the "Vietnam War Veterans' Menori al
H ghway,"” and to install appropriate signs on the portion of the
hi ghway contai ning the words "Vi et nam War Vet erans' Menorial H ghway"
to honor the service and sacrifices of all who served in that war.

BE IT RESOLVED, That <copies of this Menorial be imediately
transmtted to t he Honor abl e Paul a Hammond, Secretary of
Transportation, the Washington State Transportati on Conm ssion, and the
Washi ngton State Departnent of Transportation
